AFP FURTHER REPORT ON INDIA=-NEPAL-~TIBET TRIJUNCTION QUAKE 
8K 310905 Hong Kong AFP in English 0849 GHT 31 Jul 80 


\Text| New Delhi, 31 Jul (AFP)==<The earthquake, which hit the India-Nepal- 
Tibet trijunction on Tuesday (29 July), has caused several deaths and 
extensive damage to property on both sides o: the Indo-Nepalese border, 
although the western districts of Nepal appear to have been the worst hit, 
according to first reports reaching here today. 


The reports placed the death toll in five districts of Nepal at more than 
107 while 80 percent of the buildings in the area were damaged. 


Full reports on the loss of lives and damage were being awaited after a 
tour of the sector now being undertaken by Napalese Home Minister Nava 
Rai Subedi. 


Reporte from Pithorgarh district, on the Indian side of the border, said 
six people had been killed and 13 injured with extensive damage to houses 
in the Darchula subdivision of Uttar Pradesh state. 


The subdivision adjoins the West Nepal province of the same name which, 
according to Indian seismologists, was close to the epicentre of the quake 
which had an intensity of 6.5 on the Richter scale. 


Most northern Indian villages and towns, including Delhi, experienced a 
series of tremors lasting several seconds between 1500 and 2400 GMT Tuesday. 


According to Dr H. N. Choudhury, chief seismologist of the Indian Metero- 
logical Department, the quake was the biggest in the region since 1916. 
Another quake almost in the same area with similar intensity had occured 
almost 14 years ago. 





Dr Choudhury predicted that the aftershocks from the epicentre of Tuesday 
might be felt for a month. 


The 1966 quake in the trijunction, which had a magnitude of 6.3 caused 
ruptures and landslides in an area of 250 squares ka. 








An afea prone to frequent earthquakes, the trijunetion was the site of a 
severe quake (/ on the Richter seale) on August 28, 1916, and severai 
moderate and light quakes gince then, 


Dr Choudhury said quakes were “among the most difficult things to predict,” 
when asked if there was any possibility of another major tremor in India in 
the near future, 


But he noted that the entire Indian sub-continent, including the Indian 
Peninsula, was earthquake=prone. 


Among ail the earthquakes that had occured in India the Shillong quake of 
1897 had the maximum intensity of 8.7. The entire Shillong Plateau, in 
northeast India, was razed to the ground in this tremor, 


Other major tremors included the 1934 quake in Bihar, the Srimangal (now 


in Bangladesh) quake of 1918 and the Dhupri (in the northeast) quake of 
1930,

ANALYST DISCUSSES DEVELOPMENTS IN NAGALAND 
Madras THE HINDU in English 6, / Jun 80

[Text] Assam and to a lesser extent, Manipur followed by Meghalaya are 
all in turmoil. In Nagaland, a violent movement for secession started in 
the Fifties and ended with the signing of the Shillong agreement in 1975, 
Today Nagaland is the most peaceful State in the North Eastern region. 
But there are two centres of activity, one political, in Kohima and the 
other in Burma. Both neec our attention. 


The first is the political polarisation, a respectable term for what is 
really happening--what is otherwise known as defection. The second is the 
late twentieth century version of the ancient headhunting taking a modern 
shape, of political murders across the Burma border among the hundred odd 
underground Nagas. When the Shillong agreement was signed, this under- 
ground gang was returning with arms after training in China. They did not 
accept the Shillong agreement, but could not return to Nagaland as they 
were not acceptable to the villagers who valued peace more than the chimera 
of independence and foreign aid about which they had heard for two decades 
and more. 


Local Patriotism 


We shall first deal with the political polarisation that has thrown the 
leaders into two fairly equally strong political parties, the Naga National 
Democratic Party and the Congress (1). Most of the top leaders of both 
parties have been active in the turbulent politics of Nagaland in the 

last 30 years. Their attitude to nationalism, Naga parochialism, attach- 
ment to tribal traditionalism, sympathy or antipatly to the underground 
violent secessionist movement, all seem to have undergone radical changes. 


Unfortunately, today's polarisation appears to bring out some of the 
ancient tribal loyalties to the fore, giving a local dimension to the 
modern concept of democracy. It may be so in almost every part of 








india where caste, religion or language decides one's political future 

and tollowing. Sut in a small State Like Nagaland, with about 16 tribes 

at different stages of development, the political atmosphere gets surcharged 
with extreme iocal patriotiam, which does not help in the unification of 
Nagase or national integration, 


When Phizo took over the leadership of the Naga secessionist movement in 
the early Fifties, the entire Naga population seemed to be with him. But 
when the movement turned violent, the educated young men of his own Angami 
tribe left him to carve out a different destiny for the Nagas. The leader 
ot the NNDP, Jasokie, was one of the first to break off fran Phizo in 1955 
and was among the six leaders who formed the nucleus of nationalists who 
appealed to Nehru in 1956 to assist "Naga Indians to build an Indian Naga- 
land," 


‘asokie in 1957 became the general secretary of the Naga People's Conven- 
tion, the first representative body of the Nagas. The first convention 
decided that any political solution should be within the Indian Union. 
The sccond resolved to give a chance to the underground to join them, 

and the third requested that Nagaland be made a State within the Indian 
Union. This was accepted in 1961. 


Jasokie played a prominent part in weaning the Nagas from violence, lead- 
ing them through the path of peace to nationalism and to their destiny of 
statehood within the Indian Union. Assam Angami was surrounded and 
opposed by a strong pro=-Phizo group underground and overground. He sur- 
vived several attempts on his life and was never defeated in any election. 
With the ushering in of statehood, the Naga People's Convention converted 
itself to a political party known as Naga Nationalist Organisation. 


Jasokie was a pillar of strength of the Naga National Organisation which 
fought the election amd swept the polls in 1964 and 1969. In 1974, the 
NNO lost narrowly to the United Democratic Front, which according to one 
of its top leaders "was voted to power through the help of the under- 
ground." It was common knowledge that some of the leaders of the UDF 
had sympathies for the underground movement but its leader Vizol who 
became Chief Minister, showed a keen sense of nationalism, justice and 
integrity. 


NNO-Congress Merger 


Today Jasokie and Vizol both Angamis will be reuniting in the newly 
formed regional party NNDP. Vizol was the Vice-President of the Naga 
People's Convention but had left it when Nagaland was about to attain 
statehood. He apparently was of the opinion at that time, that no final 
solution should be arrived at without the underground, and their leader 
Phizo, being party to it. Jasokie who was the general secretary, had 
disagreed with Vizol's view and had the majority of the Nagas with him. 








By 1975 the Nage National Organisation, which had alwava been very close 


to the Congresa at the Centre, decided to merge with the Congress. The 
decision waa taken at a convention held in Tuensang, 4 relatively back- 
ward area of Nagaland. The Angamie alone opposed it. The decision was 
mainly of the tribes of Tuensang. Othera Like the Semas, and the Aos, 


who are amoug the most educated and politically conscious of the Nagas, 
and the Lothas supported it, 


Angami leaders of the NNO opposed the merger not because they were leas 
patriotic or nationaliat. They telt tha. the extreme and neutral Angami 
could be still brought into the national fold through a regional and not 

a national party. They had an eve on the elections also. The merger 
went through and Jasokie and his followers accepted che majority decision, 


In 1977, the Congress candidate, Hokishe Sema, a stalwart of the party who 
on his own could be a national leader, narrowly lost to the UDF candidate 
Mrs Rano Shaiza, Phizo's niece. At the Assembly election that followed the 
victory of the Janata at the Centre, the UDF won an overwhelming victory. 
The Congress in Nagaland was in doldrums. The defeat and the split in the 


Congress at the Centre worsened the situation in the t areas. There 
was uncertainty about the future and indecision amon he ders as to 
which Congress party they should join. At one stage. asokie declared 
that they were the real Congress and did not belong < they of the Con- 


gresses at the Centre. 


The confusion at the Centre may have led leaders like Jasokie to think of 
planning to revive the regional party with a nationalist outlook. They 
proclaimed that they had the blessings of the Congress (1) leaders. 


New Polarisation 


The UDF Ministry under the Argami leader Vizol, appeared to be stable with 
a strong majority. But the allegations of corruption against the ambitious 
Deputy Chief Minister and Ao leader, S.C. Jamir, led to his being thrown 
out of the Ministry. Defections and resignations started. The Congress 
(I) in the opposition and the regional party, Naga National Party of 
Jasokie joined hands with Jamir's UDF faction calling themselves UDF 
Progressive and Vizol's Ministry bowed out, Jamir's Ministry had repre- 
sentatives of most of the tribes but Ao's predominated, Before the dust 
could settle, a different type of polarisation has taken place which has 
rocked his Ministry. The two regional parties, the UDF of Vizol and the 
NNP of Jasokie have merged to form a regional party styled the Naga 
National Democratic Party. This brings former opponents, the anti-Phizo 
nationalist leaders and the erstwhile pro-Pi‘zo pro-underground leaders 
together who now claim the majority in the Assembly. 


What will be the attitude of this perty which will consist of some of the 
extremists as well as nationalists?

5 to 6 years to put operational satellite into orbit. In an interview with 
All India Radio's Madras correspondent, A. Karupaswamy, Professor Dhawan 
said that after the launch of the SLV-3, their next step is to increase the 
payload capability of the vehicle to about 150 kilograms.

He 
said that it performed very well and everything went normally. We said 
the two stations at Carnicobar Islands and Thumba had already tracked 
the orbiting satellite, The signals from Carnicobar were sent as 
expected, The stronger signals from Thumba, as the satellite passed over 
Trivandrum at 9:33 a.m., confirmed that it is in orbit.

FORMER INDONESIAN STUDENTS IN WEST GERMANY FEAR RETURNING HOME 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 20 May 80 pp i, 12 


[Article: “Hundreds of Scholars in Weet Germany Are Afraid To Return To 
Indonesia") 


[Excerpts] Prof Dr Eng Rubini Atmawidjaja, cultural attache at the KBRI 
[indonesian embassy!) in Bonn, said that there are hundreds of Indonesian 
students with doctoral degrees in various sciences, now residing in 

West Cermany, who would like to return to Indonesia to use their knowledge 
and expertise at home. However, because they are concerned that they will 
fut be used for their expertise by those in authority, or perhaps will 

be interrogated when they return to Indonesia, these scholars prefer to 
"wait" while they seek their fortunes in a foreign land. 


Rubini Atmawidjaja told a SINAR HARAPAN newsman in Duisburg thes these 
students generally are graduates of foremost institutions in East 
European countries, having gone there to study on their own initiative 
or on scholarships from the Old Order government in the sixties. After 
the G-30-S/PKI [30 September/Indonesian Communist Party Mo rement of 
1965) affair erupted in 1965, the impression generally hc ld wes that 
every student sent by the Old Order government to study in communist 
bloc nations would be categoriezed as a communist cadre. conversely, 
with the change in politics after 1966, students or scholars were caught 
in a “squeeze” in East European nations because here they were considered 
as anticommunists, and therefore, like it or not, they had to leave. 


In such a situation, they took the nearest exit and crossed into West 
Germany, a West European nation that permitted holders of passports of 
Asian nations to stay in West Germany for 3 months without a visa. 


Rubini Atmawidjaja added that these scholars generally possess expertise 
which is much needed by developing nations. He cited as an example, 
that many among them hold doctoral degrees in maritime law, one of the 
sciences on which there are few experts now. Also some had degrees in 
technical fields “of Habibie's caliber" (the research and technology 
minister).

At least four Indonesians with doctoral degrees have given lectures at 
the Max Planck |inatitute|], one of the foremost universities in Weat 
ve rhany : 


The former rector of the Cenderawasih University and professor at the 
Agriculture Institute in Bogor feels that the opportunity is there if 
the wovernment is wil.ing to take it because the scholars themselves 
have 4 great desire to return to their homeland, "It is important that 
we approach them and succeed in convincing them that they must ignore 
the information they got regarding Indonesia,” he remarked, 


Touching on the number of Indonesian students now pursuing science 
studies in West Germany, Rubini Atmawidjaja said the Bonn KBRI had no 
“up-to-date” information. 


Besides the students scattered throughout various big cities in West 
Germany, others have arrived recently under tourist visas, and generally 
they do not report to the KBRI or other cansulates. Nevertheless, he 
estimated that at a minimum there were about 3,000 Indonesian students 
in West Germany now.

INVENTORY OF GOVERNMENT ASSETS TO BE TAKEN 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 14 Jun 80 pp 1, 12 
[Article: "Inventory of National Assets To Be Taken in Fiscal 1980-81") 


[Excerpts] After years of preparation, work on an inventory of govern- 
ment assets will start in fiscal 1980-81 with an inventory of national 
assets within the Department of Public Works (PU), which will serve as 

a model project. It is estimated that 1 million types of national assets 
must be inventoried in the PU Department. 


Inventories of the assets of five other departments--home affairs, communi- 
cations, health, agriculture, and education and culture--will follow. 
Inventories of other government agency assets will be taken thereafter. 


This new undertaking was announced by Dr Gandhi, director general of PKN 
(Supervision of State Finances) of the Department of Finance, in a work 
meeting held by Minister of Finance Ali Wardhana and the Parliamentary 
APBN [national budget] Commission on Friday [13 June]. 


Preporing an inventory of government assets is a "giant" task which 
requires diligence and care and will take much time and money. Prepara- 
tion for the inventory requires many years' time. 


The inventory will take into account a great many kinds of government 
assets scattered throughout all corners of Indonesia, from typewriters, 
calculators, desks and file cabinets to motor vehicles, ships, aircraft 
and buildings to such huge national assets as dams. It is estimated 
that about 1 million items are held by the PU Department alone. 


No complete inventory of national assets has ever been taken since inde- 
pendence was declared. Therefore, no one knows what kiud of items are 
nationally owned, how many there are of each type, where they are 
located, or who supervises or is responsible for them. 


Work on the model project will be done according to a set procedure that 
has been determined by the PU minister. This procedure will be evaluated 
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later and modified so that it can meet the requirements, that is, to 
provide an idea of what national assets exist and to be able to use it as 
a management tool, 


However one cannot start inventory work haphazardly, PKN Director 
General Gandhi, in his discourse to the APBN Commission on Friday, said 
eight steps must be taken before the ninth step can be started, that ie, 
actually taking an inventory of national assets within the PU Department 
sphere, 


First, design and inventory systems will be organized, The design system, 
Gandhi said, will determine how the inventory will be administered, who 
will be responsible for it, what method will be used to make the inventory, 
what accounting method will be used, and so on, 


Second, a catalog or set of item codes will be prepared. Each type will 
be given a certain code number so that the director general, solely by 
looking at the code, will know who authorized the item, which directorate 
is responsible for the item, in which region the item is to be found, 
what kind of item it is, and the category into which it falls. 


"If we look at a code proposed by the PU Department, " the PEN director 
general said, "we shall know what type of item it is, its category, and 
where it is located. This is very important for PU. Heavy PU equipment 
is often moved from place to place." 


Third, the design system and codes will be programed and entered into a 
computer. Fourth, the programing will be debugged to see whether it is 
adequate or whether changes must be made. 


Fifth, reports will be organized into two types, computer and manual 
reports, the latter to be used by departments that have no computers. 


Sixth, instructors will be trained and they, in turn, will train inventory 
workers. Seventh, those who carry out the inventory will be trained. 
Eighth, these workers will be prepared for employment, and ninth, only 
then will the actual work of inventorying our national assets begin. 


According to PKN Director General Gandhi, the first through the seventh 
steps have been completed, and the inventory workers are now being pre- 
pared for employment. The work of inventorying state assets in the PU 
Department sphere will be undertaken in fiscal 1980-81. 


PKN, according to the director general, is carefully proceeding with 
adjusting the design and code systems for the inventories of the five 
departments which will follow. These then will be programed into the 
computer and debugged. 
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However, he also said the tive departments must still prepare regulations 
for the inventories which are in line with the model project, and they 
must carefully examine the budget allocated for inventory purposes. 


(he PKN director general told KOMPAS that it is not yet known when all 
government agencies will be able to prepare an inventory because such 
work is very complex and the systems are complicated, The government 
would prefer a system of inventorying national assets that need be 

done only once and augmented when new national assets are acquired, "We 
don't want to take an inventory in one year and then have to take 
another after a certain period of time!" he said.

MALIK ALLEGED TO HAVE TAKEN (ILL COMPANY PAYMENT 





Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 14 Jun 80 pp 1, 12 
[Article: "The ‘Katy’ Payment Case"’] 


[Excerpts] On Friday afternoon [13 June] Vice President (WAPRES) Adam 
Malik told SINAR HARAPAN it was not true that he had refused to answer 

a telephone call from a reporter from the daily newspaper, ASIAN WALL 
STREET JOURNAL, inquiring about a story published in that paper. The 
story alleged that Malik had accepted a secret payment of $316,000 as 

a commission paid for services provided to the American oil company, 

Katy Industries Inc, to obtain a joint-venture contract with Pertamina in 
Indonesia. 


The WAPRES, who offered this information at his official residence at 

29 Diponegoro Street, also said that he had checked with all of his 
assistants both in his office and at home, and no one had received such 
a telephone call. On Friday morning, however (4 hours after this news 
came out in that English-language newspaper), a reporter from that paper 
telephoned the vice president's office for additional information on the 
story. 


At that time, the vice president asked that questions or requests for 
more information be sent to him in writing. 


Without hesitation, Vice President Malik recounted that he had met 
Irving Davidson in 1971 at the KBRI [Indonesian embassy] in Washington. 





Malik, then foreign minister, greatly needed to meet with the American 
president, the late Mr Lyndon Johnson, at that time on important state 
matters. However, he was unsuccessful. A local KBRI staff member then 
introduced Davidson to Malik. From that time on he has been a go-between, 
"a lobbyist promoter." Malik was introduced to Davidson in the morning 
and in the afternoon of the same day he met with President Johnson. 


Davidson later also performed similar services for Indonesian state 
interests. Malik did not say whether Davidson received any reciprocity 
for these services from the Indonesian government. 
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But when the matter of secret {funds was broached, Adam Malik said, 
"Actually we did not have to pay him," 


In 1971, Adam Malik continued, Davidson and his friends, 11 persons, 
ame to Indonesia to act as intermediaries for the Katy oil company to 
obtain a contract from Pertamina, 


"T sent them to Pertamina," Malik said. 


Davidson anc triends have come to Indonesia almost every 3 months since 
that time. In 1972, when Malik, still foreign minister, attended an 
FAO conference on food in Rome, Davidson also met him there, as was 
noted in the ASIAN WALL STREET JOURNAL story. 


As recently as last month, Davidson came to Jakarta and met with Adam 
Malik. Malik's personal secretary confirmed that this meeting had been 
held, but Malik considered all meetings held with Davidson “ordinary, 
because we have known each other for a long time." However, he strongly 
denied that he had discussed money or promises that he would get funds. 


What happened, Malik said, was that the Davidson group of 11 persons 
quarreled about sharing their good fortune. 


The evil part of this was that Davidson then tied Malik's name to these 
secret funds with the intent of justifying the money he had received 
from Katy, a part of which, he said, was turned over to Malik's special 
assistant, T. K. Adt, and to other persons in Indonesia, including Adam 
Malik. The ASIAN WALL STREET JOURNAL story, he said, quoted a document 
and records of the Securities and Exchange Commission, an American 
government agency which examines foreign currency transactions in that 
country, and now is investigating Davidson cum suis. 


Regarding Special Assistant Adt, Adam Malik said he has been questioned 
but he has even sworn that he never received money or promises from 
Davidson cum suis. 


SINAR HARAPAN tried to contact Adt by telephone on Friday afternoon at 
his home on Hang Tuah Street, Kebayoran Baru, but was told by a servant 
that his employer was out of the city. 


Adam Malik said he had ordered an investigation of why this paper had 
put out this story and why it had emerged only now. 


He has thought of two possibilities: Davidson wants to use it to 
justify the money he received from Katy or this story was arranged 
domestically to blacken Adam Malik's name. 


Questioned as to whether the second possibility lay behind the publica- 
tion of the story, Malik had an answer. "I have no desire to be 
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anything. I am devoted to the struggle. Lf that story was intended 
to blacken my name, so be it,” 


Strangely enough, a year ago the United States Embassy in Jakarta 
“warned” Adam Malik about the investigation by the U.S. government 
agency mentioned above, However, the embassy warning did not involve 
Adam Malik but mentioned the name of his special assistant.

WORLD BANK LOAN==<The World Bank has approved a $35 million loan to 
finance the third phase of the Indonesian population project. The 
project aime at lowering the birth rate recorded in 1971 by half by 
1990, Total cost of the project [is estimated) at $72.6 million. The 
loan will be used to expand the national family planning program outside 
Java, to continue programs underway, and to establish a health care 
program. The period of the loan is 20 years, including a 5-year grace 
period, and it will carry an annual interest rate of 8.25 percent. The 
family planning program in Indonesia is one of the most successful 
programs in the world and uniquely combines government initiative and 
public participation. From ite inception in 1970 to the end of 1979 the 
program enrolled 15 million acceptors. The program reportedly is very 
successful in Java and Bali where 37 percent of the women in the fertile 
age bracket used contraceptives by 1979. For all of Indonesia, the 
figure was 27 percent. The present population project will extend the 
family planning program to regions outside Java and Bali and will reach 
out to 25 million persons. Ten provinces outside Java and Bali were 
included in the second phase of population project which received a 
World Bank loan of $24.5 million. Outside Java and Bali, population is 
estimated to grow by 3 percent per year and by 2 percent per year in 
Java and Bali.

Relationship of State, Private Trade 
Vientiane VIENTIANE MAI in Lao 7 May 80 p 3 
[Article: "Speaking About Markets" by S. Thopthiangvan! 


[Text] Before getting into the subject of markets let me review the 
outline of our national economy per Resolution Number 7 of the party 
politburo which refers to special points about work in the economic, 
political, and social fields in our country currently by covering some 
sections briefly as follows: "The special points about the economy in 
our country currently fall in two main areas: our country has begun 
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trom small, seattered bases of production tilled with natural character- 
istics and additionally the outline for the immediate future consists of 
five main sectors which will be maintained in a defective condition 


through a transition pertod, They are the state economy, the collective 
economy, the national capitalist economy, the individual economy, and 
the capitalist economy.” In addition to these, our country is currently 


still divided into two different economic zones, i.e., the old and new 
liberated zones. The problem to be solved before all others is to 

bring production in each zone into harmony with the other. (For details 
on the methods tor solving this problem, see the section on concepts and 
duties in Resolution Number 7,) 

On the subject of markets Resolution Number 7 says, "...must set up 
state commercial markets and improve free markets." First, it must be 
understood that the economy and markets are interrelated. The state 

must set up its own markets to sell a number of goods because markets 

are capable to insuring normal circulation and use of goods. At the 

same time we must recognize that we cannot control the production of 
small, scattered individual producers, especially in rural areas, and 

as long as that is the case it is necessary to demand further improve- 
ment of free markets in order to allow the people to exchange or trade 
goods among themselves. Besides, markets are not only places for cir- 
culation of goods but also places where decisions are made to divide work 
in the society both of which help the economy to expand. 


If we want trade to run smoothly we must train trade officials to grasp 
the goods on the market and improve machinery for expanding trade with 
the state; the Communications Department must stir itself to build a 

good transport capability in timely fashion; and we must stop immedi- 
ately all observed errors such as restricting movement of peopie to do 
trading, issuing obstructive laws, issuing excessive tax laws, and fixing 
prices arbitrarily and not in consonance with resolutions and opinions 

of higher levels. 





The problem of price must be settled appropriately because price 
"indicates the value of the goods which are assembled and are the end 
product of the labor of the society." Price “has an extremely important 
role. If the price is set correctly, the economy will expand but con- 
trarily, if the price is set incorrectly, the economy will suffer damage. 
In sum price is the pry bar of the economy." The above quotes are from 
the Resolution Number 7 summary section concerning economic problems. 


Coming back to actual operation of state aod private (free) trade in 
Vientiane City and Province currently, especially state trade, we see 

that organization has some important roles such as expansion of trade 
outlets. Generally in the city today dozens of state stores have opened 
and are providing service to the cadres, workers and people in fitting 
response to the demands of consumers. Stores in some locations provide 
service with modern, progressive systems but the majority need improvement 
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and expansion in erder to make the function of the state commercial market 
come to dominate trade activities throughout the society and to dominate 
free markets. As nas been stated by party headquarters, "The more 

widely state markets expand, the more narrow the capitalist market will 
become," 


As for free trade (free markets) in Vientiane, after the change of the 
monetary system governed by the Politburo's Resolution Number 7, free 
markets opened wide to handle people-to-people trade freely and opened 
wide with all types of goods (except prohibited items). A wide and 

deep trade system spread from city to countryside and both consumers 

and traders were happy with this trading but, unfortunately, this atmo- 
sphere lasted only for a fraction of the first part of the year and 
disappeared because later on private traders raised the prices of almost 
all goods steadily. These price increases of private goods had a direct 
impact on the daily livelihood of our people and for sure, whether 
intentional or not, was in part in direct conflict with resolutions and 
orders issued by higher authorities, 


Faced with this problem officials never rested. The Department of Trade 
paid special attention to this problem the entire time and on 3 May 80 
officials of that department in concert with other concerned officials 
began to inspect the condition of markets, particularly within the city. 
This inspection was primarily for the purpose of bringing discipline 

and order to all markets and to improve free market goods outlets and 
bring them into an orderly system (currently still in process). 


The actions of concerned officials have been in keeping with party 
headquarters resolution, particularly Resolution Number 7 regarding 
"improvement of free markets." Nouhak Phoumsavan spoke at a city - 
province conference on 17 August 77. Some brief excerpts from that 
speech are as follows: "Free markets in our country serve many broad 
regions. Therefore, it is vital that both markets, i.e., state and 

free, be controlled. If only the organized markets are controlled and 
the free markets are ignored, effects harmful to us will occur by the 
day, hour and minute. The harmful effects will damage unorganized produc- 
tion and when production suffers living conditions will suffer and at 

the same time the path to construction and transformation to socialism 

in our country will be damaged. Why will it be damaged? Because produc- 
tion will not progress in the direction of independence and self- 
sufficiency and because the capitalist class will retain commercial 

power in their hands. When they have power in their hands they are 

able to control trade and to attract farmers to flee from the country. 
The capitalist class will not accept transformation to socialism. 

These are the things that tell us that when we resolve to control the 
organized markets we must control free markets at the same time."

{Text, Dear editor: My name is Bounleua Louagsouwan. I am a student in 
the 3rd year upper secondary class, at Middle Teacher's College No 6 in 
Champassak Province. I would like to ask the following question: 


As for bicycles obtained from the German Democratic Republic and the USSR 
that our government sells to officials and workers for their use every day, 
were these sent as aid? I feel that there is a shortage of spare parts. 


Answer: The bicycles from the German Democratic Republic and from the 
Soviet Union that the state has imported and sold to government officials 
and laborers and that are used daily are aid goods. There are several 
reasons for t'e lack of spare parts. But above all, the state has not 
purchased any spare parts for distribution. Only bicycles have been pur- 
chased. When these bicycles are distributed, some parts may be lost and, 
therefore, the bicycles may lack certain parts. The editor thinks that 
this is a difficult matter. However, anyone with a bicycle, like the 
upper echelons, should take good care of it and use it sparingly so that 
it can be used for a long time. The reason for this is that the state is 
still poor and it cannot fulfill all the needs of the people at one time. 


The second letter comes from Miss Nu Kaeo, Division 214, Vientiane. The 
letter asked about the following problems: 


l. I had a nephew whose name was Thong. He was in the Air Force and 
died in an AN-2-accident in 1977. Why haven't any benefits been paid? 
This is different from when my uncle, Si Pieng, who was in the Air Force 
too, died. When he died, benefits were paid.

For example, concerning trade, 
trade cadres or the local administrative officials concerned with trade 
with the pe »le must have contracts and they must explain the difficul- 
ties and strengths to the people. The officials must carry out their 
responsibilities and follow the policies and the sellers must see the 
benefits. Also, the people must acknowledge the present situation in 

the Nation and accept the fact that there are still many difficult prob- 
lems, especially economic problems and the standard of living. And there 
are external enemies who are plotting sabotage and destruction.

Need for Chinese Unity

[Text] The song of great unity has been chanted by the people of Chinese 
Origin here for several decades, It seems that the chanting of unity will 
continue. When will it stop? Probably several decades from now. Why’ 
It is very difficult to achieve a degree of harmony that can please all. 


To be frank, it is not easy to achieve unity among people of Chinese origin. 
This is why other people call us a plate of loose sand that cannot be cemented 
together. We also have other shortcomings--uoiably, "a desire to mind our 
own business and go it alone, and overly conscious of our own individual 
security." These shortcomings have done us harm for decades and for centuries. 
Nobody seems aware of them. They are deeply embedded in our nerve system, 80 
deep that they have driven us to live a Life of mutual suspicion and distrust 
from generation to generation, Is it true that such self-styled outstanding 
people have entirely lost their interest in unity and have become mentally 
impervious to unity? It cannot be said that way. We can only recognize 

that we will not demonstrate a desire for unity until we face a critical 
moment of having no alternative way. But as soon as that critical moment 

is gone, and a new path to the future is safely paved, our desire for unity 
will go up in bubbles, and our old habits will return. In other words, we 
will remain a plate of loose sand, wanting to mind our own business and 
overly conscious of our own individual security. It can be said that this 

is the intrinsic character of this self-styled outstanding people. 


The leaders of our Chinese community are far-sighted and are well aware of 
the nature and shortcomings of their own people. Bearing this in mind, 

they have called on the members of the Chinese comminity to seek common 
ground among themselves, in accordance with the principle of keeping their 
differences intact, to achieve unity among themselves and to participate in 
political activities. It appears that these positive appeale are encouraging 
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and will brighten the prospect of the crusade to enhance the legitimate 
rights of people of Chinese origin, 


Yet, a cool-headed survey shows that no measures have been taken to seek 
common ground, in accordance with the principle of keeping each other's 
differences intact within the Chinese community, Those who are in the 
government should take steps to achieve the goal of great unity among people 
of Chinese origin, Recently, we have seen one banquet after another take 
place in the name of unity, each attended by from 1,000 to 10,000 persons, 
[In my opinion, these banquets were not held for the sake of great unity 
among people of Chinese origin. As a matter of fact, they were only demon- 
strations of strength by opposing groups, and challenges and counterchallen- 
ges. Acting this way is bound to harm rather than benefit the Chinese com- 
munity. This demonstration of unity on a smaller scale will not lead to a 
demonstration of unity on a larger scale, On the contrary, it will serve 

to further deepen mutual misunderstandings and widen the gaps between dif- 
ferent groups in the Chinese community. How can the Chinese community 
achieve great unity by practicing this type of factionalism?

[Text] Forgetfulness is another malady inherited by »eople of Chinese 
origin. We cannot remember things of the remote past. We can easily for- 
get everything that took place 3 or 10 years ago. We will stare at each 
other speechless, if a thing of the past we cannot recall is mentioned in 
our presence, For this reason, we had better not mention it any more, On 
the other hand, people of Chinese origin seem laying stress on evidence, 
They will neither believe you nor listen to you if your talks or lectures 
are not backed up with facts, They sometimes even refuse to plead guilty 
to crimes they committed, crimes which were corroborated by witnesses, just 
like the leading character of "The True Story of Ah Q" written by Lu Hsun, 
For this reason, I don't want to mention things of the remote past. But I 
want to take this opportunity to remind our people of a very good example-- 
the election of the Ipoh City Council chairman which took place recently. 


Everyone feels that since this position is the only municipal office tradi- 
tionally held by a citizen of Chinese origin, this tradition should not be 
broken. This is a matter of principle that is not subject to dispute. But 
it is interesting to note that before the chief minister of Perak took over 
this office, the two Chinese-based political parties--the Chinese Malaysian 
Association and the Democratic Action Party, which are members of the 
National Front--were locked in a struggle for that position, The struggle 
began as behind-the-scenes activity and later evolved into an open fight 
until it went out of control. The struggle was similar to the fight between 
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a enipe and a clam, with both ending up as captives of a fisherman, as 
stated in a Chinese fable, 


As tar as that struggle is concerned, who is right and who is wrong’? I am 
not in a position to judge, but history can give it a just anewer., Now 
what I am interested in knowing is the sincerity of their call for great 
unity among the members of the Chinese community and their professed fight 
for ite rights and interests, If the aforementioned two parties really 
care tor its future and interests, they would not have fought so bitterly 
against each other until no winner emerged, and they would not have Leveled 
charges and countercharges for losing that "clam" to the fisherman, Now 
let me ask: Did this form of struggle do the Chinese community as a whole 
any good” 


Since they are in the same camp, they are fraternal parties or Chinese- 
based political parties. Bearing dn mind the overall interests of the 
Chinese community, they should tolerate each other and achieve mutual 
understanding through consultations, But in the scramble for their own 
interests and official positions, they have treated each other like enemies. 
This being the case, how can we expect other Chinese-based political parties 
to achieve unity in strengthening our political power to serve the interests 
of the entire Chinese community.

OFFICIALS REACT TO INTERNATIONAL PRESS REPORTS ON PIRACY 
Writer's Article P: okes Response 
Bangkok BAN MUANG in Thai 1 Jun 80 pp 1, 2 


[Text ] The French Office of Information has spread news 
throughout the world that Thailand's Kra Island is a “ghost 
island" inhabited by Thai pirates who have brutally killed 
and raped Vietnamese refugees. The reports described things 
in detail, The deputy prime minister has expressed much 
concern and has criticized the writer. He made the observation 
that the writer may be receiving money from the Vietnamese. 
Since Thailand has not followed along, we have been blamed 
continually. He said he would take the matter up with the 
cabinet in order to put an end to the matter. The matter was 
instigated by using the mass media as a tool.The French 
A.F.P. Office of Information, which is the office that 
furnishes foreign news to various newspapers and magazines, 
ran a special article on pirates who roam about robbing, rap- 
ing and killing Vietnamese refugees who have fled from their 
homeland by boat and who travel though the South China Sea 

to Thailand, Malaysia and Singapore. This was sent as a 
special bonus to the countries that are customers of this 
information office. 


The article mentioned above was titled "Kra: A Ghost 
Island.” It was written by Mr Savier Braeon, who obtained his 
information on the fates of various people from Mr Thet 
—E age 37, who works for a refugee relief organiza- 
tion. 


Mr Savier wrote that, based on sketchy statistics from last 
year, Kra Island, which is in the Gulf of Thailand and which 
is located about 80 kilometers off the coast of Nakhon 
Sithammarat Province, is like a hell that has destroyed the 
lives of 165 boatloads of Vietnamese refugees. The refugees 
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were attacked by pirates in the Gulf of Thailand and forced 
to go there. Most of the women were raped, sometimes in front 
of the families of the unfortunate girls. After being brought 
to the island, some Vietnamese girls have escaped and hidden 
in the grass fields but the pirates have burned the fields 

in order to force the girls to come out, 


"Looked at superficially, these pirates could be thought to 
be ordinary fishermen but this is not true. Even old men have 
taken part in these evil acts," stated Mr Thawaison, a 
representative of the United Nations refugee relief committee. 


One Vietnamese girl adaeg that one time, after she had been 
taken to the island by pirates, a group of young pirates took 
all the young girls and raped them violently. One older man 
among the pirates pulled oneof the pirates away and this made 
them (the Vietnamese) think that this pirate would help them, 


"But he took a girl for himself and raped her to the cheers 
of the younger pirates watching,” said the mother of one of 
the girls who had been raped. 


Besides this, Mr Thawaison said that there is very little 
food or water on this ghost island to sustain life. On one 
beach they found a sea turtle and the Vietnamese refugees ate 
this for several days. 


Finally, they stated that this is a terrible thing that 
happens again and again to Vietnamese refugees and that Thai 
officials should make a greater effort to provide more help. 
It has previously been claimed that the coastal patrol boats 
are not efficient enough or fast enough to catch the priates 
and that the trip to Kra Island takes 16 hours. The relief 
committee is sympathetic about this and has given Thailand 
money to buy a new boat that can make the trip to Kra Island 
in only 3 hours. 


As for the original problem concerning the pirates, Mr 
Thawaison said that almost all of them are poor fishermen. 


Furthermore, the article "The Ghost Island," which refers to 
Kra Island, a —* island in the middle of the Gulf of 
Thailand that is like the hell described in the bible, 


described things in great detail and it was printed in a 
weekly news magazine that is distributed to readers around 
the world. 





Concerning the matter, the newspaper BAN MUANG interviewed 
Colonel Thanat Khoman, the deputy prime minister for foreign 
affairs, at his home on Phetburi Road yesterday evening 

(31 May). The deputy prime minister stated that he had learned 
of this report last 23 — a meeting of parliament, 

"At that time, I was sitting indifferently in a meeting. I 
picked up a newspaper and began reading the story written by 
the French writer. But I did not receive the report officially 
frow any official. I know that such things have taken place 
since the time of the Kriengsak government.” 


The deputy prime minister —*2 added that this is an 
old story. Government officials are indifferent and no one 
has made any reply. There were not even any boats to make 
investigations until later on when the United Nations refugee 
relie: organization purchased a boat for us. There-was very 
little news for a while until the report from the foreign 
information office appeared in this period. 


BAN MUANG asked him about how to solve the problem. Colonel 
Thanat stated that " I am very concerned about this. I have 
repeatedly criticized the person who wrote this article and 
and asked him whether he really wrote the story, whether he 
saw what happened and whether he has proof that these acts 
were committed by Thais using Thai boats flying the Thai flag’ 


The deputy prime minister told BAN MUANG that “the person who 
wrote that article may be receiving money from the Vietnamese. 
Vietnam is very clever about propaganda. Since Thailand has 
not followed along, we have been blamed continually. In fact, 
some Thais may be involved but it certainly does not reach 
the level charged in the article. Even France has not 
accused us like this. The fishing boats used may in fact be 
Thai boats but do not forget that Thai fishermen are still 
angry over the fact the Vietnamese refugees once stole some 
of their boats. About the matter of fly the Thai flag, 
flags can be purchased anywhere. Thus, it cannot be said that 
these acts were definitely committed by Thai pirates because 
it is an unsubstantiated report. I have wondered about 
whether the writer wrote the article with pure intemtions 

or whether he did so for hidden purposes. I will take this 
matter up with the cabinet in order to put an end to the 
matter. Also, it must be said that this matter was 

instigated by us the mass media as a tool and, because 
this matter was quiet for so long and then came up again like 
this, we must discuss things,” stressed the deputy prime 
minister in conclusion. 








Arun, Thanat Respond 
Banakok BAN MUANG in Thai 3 Jun 60 pp l, 2, 16 


(Text | Mr Thanat Khoman, the deputy prime minister for foreign 
aifairs, talked with a reporter at his government office 
yesterday afternoon (2 June) about the fact that, in this 
period, there have been many foreign news reports attackin 
Thailand. He said that this may be an indication of — * 
At present, there must be standards for presenting the truth 
so that the people of the world become aware of things con- 
—2*2* the charge that [thai] pirates are involved. Concern- 
ing this charge, how do they know this and what proof do they 
have? Also, the things that have happened have not taken place 
in Thailand but on the open sea. Along with this, Mr Thanat 
insisted that they were not Thai pirates or pirates of any 
particular nationality but rather common criminals. Thai 
people too have been robbed, fishing equipment has been 
oe and some people have been killed. They are one type of 
criminal. 


The deputy prime minister stated that, concerning this matter, 
he feels that the reporter does not have good intentions 
toward Thailand. "I know this reporter. I once asked him 

if Thailand had ever done anything to him or to his family. 
These people like to write only sensational stories. Now, 
the magazine the Far Eastern [ Economic Review] has said that 
I will present this matter to the cabinet. But this is not 
true; the only thing is that we must discuss things," insisted 
Mr Thanat. He also pointed out that, concerning this matter, 
various methods would have to be used to solve the problem, 
For example, to discover the truth, he [the reporter] may be 
taken to talk with witnesses for us. He criticized the 
reporter, saying that the man had gone and listened to 
people and then written the story without having ever seen 
things for himself. Besides this, another way is for the 
newspapers and magazines to cooperate in printing the truth. 


The reporter asked whether this foreign writer would be 
expelled from Thailand. The deputy prime minister for foreign 
affairs answered that he would not like to see any serious 
action taken because of this. He was also asked why there 
were sO many reports of this type at present. Mr Thanat 
answered that he felt it stemmed from the fact that some 
countries had not been successful in making Thailand comply 
with their requests. But this is just my opinion, he said. 

As for foreign reporters with influence, they have influence 
because their newspapers disseminate the reports throughout 
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the world and people believe these people more than others 
because they have documents and pictures. This battle in the 
world is always played in a dirty manner. The present period 
is a critical time. Do not forget that some countries are very 
cleverwith propaganda and even American propaganda is not as 
good, 


Yesterday afternoon (2 June) at the — 22 of Foreign 
Affairs, Mr Arun Phanuphong, the deputy minister of foreign 
affairs, answered a reporter's questions concerning the 

French A.F.P. informe on office publishing a story damaging 
to Thailand. The sto y stated that "Kra Island" is a ghost 
island where Thai p're es brutally rob and rape Vietnamese 
refugees. Concernin ‘| 1is matter, the deputy minister affirmed 
that he will take th . matter up with the cabinet today

However, Mr Arun Phanuphong told the reporter that the news 
that Thailand has been attacked this time is a new ripple. 
Many mass media outlets in foreign countries have all made 
similar charges. We believe that they have done this because 
they do not understand things or sympathize with us and that 
these are unfair charges. “Just look, hundreds of thousands 
of refugees have fled to Thailand and Thailand has helped 
them but yet the groundless accusation that Thailand has 
treated them brutally is still made. I do not know the 
intentions of the people who have made such reports. But the 
important thing is why they do not blame those responsible 
for the refugees having to flee in the first place; they come 
here and put the burden on Thailand alone. Besides this, they 
try to provoke us in various ways even though they know that 
Thailand has not encouraged crime and they have crime in their 
own countries just like us. They should understand this." 


The [deputy] minister of foreign affairs also stated that 
Thailand is making a great effort to put an end to the 
problem at the source but the countries that have accused 

or provoked us have not made any attempt to help us solve 
theproblems but have only said things that have not helped 

at all and large numbers of refugees whom we have helped have 
exaggerated things. 


Furthermore, at the same time as the foreign information 
office put out several similar stories damaging to Thailand's 
image, our reporters received reports from high-level 
officials at the Minister of Foreign Affairs that in the near 














future another large wave of Vietnamese refugees would arrive 
in Thailand. At present, the government officials concerned 
are trying to find a way to prevent this and are making 
various preparations. 


Suggests Pirates Are Vietnamese 
Bangkok BAN MUANG in Thai 6 Jun 80 p 16 


[Text |} An A.P. news report from a meeting of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross held in Geneva last Wednesday 
stated that at least half of the Vietnamese refugees who flee 
their homeland by boat will be robbed by priates and four out 
of ten may be killed. 


The International Committee of the Red Cross further stated 
that those responsible should know their area of responsibil- 
ity. This appeared in the weekly journal of the International 
Red Cross, 


The reporter made the observation that this referred to the 
various countries in the area around the Gulf of Thailand. 


However, United Nations news sources who are involved in 
oa these refugees said that their private opinion was 
that, in defending people against and suppressing pirates, 
there are several obstacles and difficulties because the 
pirates may come from among the fishermen who live in the 
coastal villages and who may have been forced to commit such 
acts out of economic necessity or because of political 
pressures. 


These news sources also stated that these fishermen become 

pirates when they cannot work as fishermen as usual. Their 

boats are faster than the few coastal patrol boats that are 
in operation and some are even fitted with various heavy we 

weapons. 


"The United Nations refugee relief commit:ee has provided the 
Thai coastal patrol authorities with a fast boat with the hope 
that they can make the pirates fearful," stated the news 
source. He also claimed that the only responsibility of this 
committee is to help the refugees and that it is not the 
committee's responsibility to fight or suppress the pirates. 


"Therefore, it seems like those Vietnamese refugees who flee 
their homeland by boat will meet a much worse fate than they 
thought." 














Purthermore, the report stated that, concerning the 
conference to be held by the Asean countries at the end of 
this month, it is expected that 4 decision will certainly iby 
made on the use of some standard, The latest report concerning 
Lhe refugee matter stated that the United Nations refugee 
relief committee had helped more than 1,200 victims of pirates 
since October of last year, And from Kra Island, which is 
located —— 5 miles from the eastern coast of the 
Thai province of Nakhon Sithammarat, there has been a —— 
that one Vietnamese refugee girl was raped night after night 
for several comecutive weeks. This story was published widely 
by one weekly news ine and by a foreign information 
office as we mentioned above, 


Yesterday morn (5 June), a reporter talked to Colonel 
Thanat Khoman, the deputy prime minister, at parliament. He 
asked him about the accusation of a foreign reporter against 
Thailand to the effect that pirates from the s n 
provinces were raping Vietnamese. (He replied that] this was 
a political matter. This reporter may be supporting Vietnam, 
“He has written what pleases him and what he himself has 
thought up. If he wants to write about rapes that have 
really happened, he must have doctors prove whether rape has 
taken place or not. As for the charge that the priates are 
Thais, it may in fact be Vietnam that has used a trick to 
make this charge in order to force us to recognize the 

Heng Samrin government,” stated Mr Thanat in conclusion.

| Text} The Second Army Area in Chaiyaphum has implemented the 
"Chao Thong military action” plan and ordered the closure of 
the forests in three districts in Chaiyaphum Province and 
this includes even the concession forests, Three sawmills 
have been forbidden to operate and it has been ordered that 
the provincial forestry | officials) are not to issue permits. 
This has been done in order to take resolute action to clear 
out the terrorists because they have threatened the people to 
the point where the people are preparing to flee. 


Concerning the matter of the people in Nong Bua Daeng in 
Chaiyaphum Province being threatened by terrorists, in which 
16 villagers and regional wy te volunteers have been 
killed since the beginning of April, it was reported that on 
6 May Mr Chamnien Hanwicha, the headman of Nong Pet village, 
was Kidnapped and then shot with an M16 rifle. Also, on 10 May 
another two villagers were shot. This is the reason why the 
villagers and teachers in five communes -- Chao Thong, Ban 
Chieng, Nang Daet, Tham Bua Daeng and — Bua Daeng -- lost 
their morale and could no longer put up with the threats and 
vere preparing to move. At the same time, Mr Chao Kaeokancha- 
naset, the = Bua Daeng district officer, stated that 
government officials have not paid as much attention to this 
as they should have and this is the reason that the people 
lack morale and will power and that he has requested a 
transfer elsewhere, as was reported by the newspaper BAN 
MUANG. 


In a later report on the evening of 26 May, a reporter report- 


ed that on 21 May, Lieutenant General Lak Salikhup, the 
commanding general of the Second Army Area, ordered Mr Damrong 
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wachirodom, the governor of Chaiyaphum Province, to close the 
forests in the three districts of Nong Bua Daeng, Kasetsombun 
and Khonsan for an unspecifified period of time beginning on 
22 May. This ineludes the concession forests in all villages 
and communes. As for three sawmills, they are resolutely 
forbidden from taking out timber. Concerning this, Mr Damrong 
wachirodom called in Mr Suwit Channara of the Chaiyaphum 
Prevancial forestry Office and ordered him not to issue any 
more permite for carrying on logging operations. 


After Lieutenant General Lak Salikhup, the commanding 
general of the Second “rmy Area, ordered that the forests 

be closed in three districts, Police General Wanchai 
Nakwachara, the commissioner of the Chaiyaphum Provincial 
Commissioner's Office, ordered that a special action unit and 
a platoon, with two squads, of regional yy | volunteers 
qo into the area around the village of Non Mao in Nang Daet 
commune and the village of Bam Netsuwan in Tham Bua Daeng 
commune. The Commissioner's Office of the Provincial 4 has 
sent two armored cars to take part in clear og out the 
terrorists in the three districts. As for tiie Second Army 
Area, it will implement the regulations concerning closing the 
forest in order to help clear out the terrorists. The name of 
the plan is the "9/1980 Chao Thong military Action.” 


However, there are some problems in closing the forests this 
time. At the beginning of March, officials seized smuggled 
timber valued at 10 million baht. If the forests are closed, 
the terrorists and the people involved in timber emuggi ing 
will flee to Wichienburi district in Phetchabun Province, 
which borders Nong Bua Daeng district in Chaiyaphum Province 
and which is the area of responsibility of the Third Army 
Area. This may cause problems in continuing the clearing up 
operations because different people are responsible. Besides 
this, the reason that the forests were closed is that after 
the officials seized the s led timber, the terrorists 
stepped up their threats. It is thought that the terrorists 
were receiving protection money from the timber smugglers. 
Because of this, the villagers quickly sent a letter to 
Seneral Prem Tinsulanon, the prime minister, and to Major 
General Praman Adireksarn, the deputy prime minister, and thus 
the forests were closed as mentioned above.

COLUMNIST DISCUSSES INDOCTRINATION OF PARAMILITARY FORCES

[Text] The Village Scouts and Thai Volunteers for National Defense programs 
are considered to be useful in “joining forces" to defend ourselves against 
the threat of communism, which is constantly trying to infiltrate and 

destroy Thailand. They are considered to be useful because their aim is 

to create a “feeling of nationaliem" among the members by stressing "nation, 
religion and king,” which ise the important goal in creating the consciousness 
just mentioned. 


Although the Thai Volunteers for National Defense program also stresses 
training with weapons so that the people can defend themselves when enemies 
use military tactics to invade and attack, both the Thai Volunteers for 
National Defense and the Village Scouts stress defending the country by 
holding to the important principle of creating a “feeling of nationalisa.” 
In the training sessions, both programs accept, without limitations, members 
from various groups of people who show a general interest. Because of 
this, the membership of the Thai Volunteers for National Defense and the 
Village Scouts includes government officials, state enterprise employees, 
important merchants, small merchants, housewives, teachers, peasants, 
orchardists, workers and so on. More than 3 million government employees 
have completed the training in the two programs and mre and more are 
continually being trained. 


In fact, both the Thai Volunteers for National Defense and the Village Scouts 
programs are considered to be very beneficial. But if we consider the 
philosophical aspect and the logic behind the establishment of these 
programs, we should give more attention to creating “ideals than to creating 
other things and in creating these ideals, we should give attention to 
“democratic ideals" as the main basis and support these with “nationalistic 
ideais.” 


Creating “ideals” is a necessity for the people living in a democracy 
because, when they have ideals, they will always sacrifice everything for 
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these ideals, even their Lives, Another point ta that people can live or 
die for their ideals, Conversely, if we cannot train people so they have 
ideals, there is little use in holding training sesatons, 


lhe ideale that the Thal Volunteers for National Defense and the Village 
Scouts programe should stress the most are democratic ideals, They should 
do thie by atreseing 4 democratic syatem of government with the king at the 
head and by providing training so that the members see the good points of 

4 demeratic system of government, eo that they see in what ways it isa 
suitable as a “way of life” for the people, so that they see the harm that 
will result if the country has another form of government and so that they 
understand why the people in the Western democratic countries themselves 
oppose communism instead of simply leaving this to the government. Along 
with this, training guet be provided eo that these members of the Thai 
Volunteera fur National Defense and the Village Seoute take these democratic 
principles and methods and use them among their families, friends, fellow 
workers and other people with whom they associate in order to give rise 

to “demmcratic ideale.” Stated simply, we must create small democratic 
groups throughout the country. If we can create such groups throughout the 
country, we will net have to fear communism anymre. At the same time, we 
must create “nationalistic ideale” to guard things but these should not be 
atressed as basic as is presently being done, 


| think that in order to create democratic ideals in Thai society, we must 
stress “quality” more than “quantity.” Thus, we should not be in too great 
a hurry to establish groups by using various amusements as a "go-between." 
Instead, we should focue on the quality of the people who will become 
members of the group with “democratic ideals.” But after we have such 
democratic groups, we can expand these groups quickly. This is like a very 
good military strategy for fighting communism. I would like to see 
democratic ideais given some emphasis during the training of the That 
Volunteers for National Defense and the Village Scouts. 
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
